DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 37-70 are allowed. 

Claims 37-70 are allowable over the prior art of record, none of the prior art whether 
together singularly or in combination to teach the claimed combination as recited. The closest 
reference No. 5,83 1,265 does not disclose or suggest the improvement of the instant application 
comprising an updating apparatus for updating the memory so that the adjusted further parameter 
value is selected if the given user controllable parameter value is again selected for the user 
controllable operating parameter; instead the reference '265 teaches the adder circuit produces 
the sum of the output signal from the fine adjustment entry device and one alignment value 
stored in the data storage device, then the output signal from the adder circuit is supplied to the 
alignment coil for aligning the electron beam along the optical axis, not for updating the memory 
for further use. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the 
payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably accompany the issue 
fee.
